_ was pleaſed to give the Viltory ta the poor Proteſtants ; after which an Agreement 


was made, and the Protefants enjoyed theirprividedge for ſeveral years ; but as the 
Papiſts in Mary-Landincreafed , they made it their buſineſs ta vex the Proteſtants 
of Severne, and forced ſeveralto flie, ſome to one place and ſome to another ; and 
hazing thus.driven away thoſe that were the. maſt confiderable, they forced the reſt 
ta.ſubayt to the Popsſ»Toke. After this , their Tyranny and Arbitrary power that 
they uſed, tathe paor Proteſtanzs, being intolerable, ſeveral. Protefants withdrew 
from them, ſettled themſelves ata place called Whore Kzlls , a place reputed tg be 
within the bounds of New Tok ;, hoging to. be free there , and to be clear of the 
Papiſh Yoke : But the Papiſh Governour, the Lord Baſimore of Mar y-Land, raifeth 
Farces, ſends them-tothe Whore Kills, falls upon the poor Proteffants, burns their 
Houwles,ferzes their Gaads,ftrips their Perfons, burns and deftroys all their prov:{Þns, 
and un cold froſty weather leaves them naked , without any thing to cover theyt- 
ſelves,or provitzons or ſhelter ; and a poar Woman, who lay in Child-bed, got out of 
her flamung'Houſe two Deer Skins, the one of which ſhe wrapp'd her poor naked In- 
fantin, and theother ſhe tied about her ſelf to cover her na ednefs.; burthe inhu- 
mane Popifh Souldiers forced them from her , and left her and her Child naked to 
ſtarve in that extream, il} weather. The next year there was a great fearcity of 
Corn thorowout all Mary-Land , and likewife a Report that the Lord BaFtimere 
was queſtioned in Enpglang for the Faidone to the P ateflone at the Fore Kills, 
and that he was beheaded farit.; fo ſome Neighbours bein  together,andralking a-

| Secondly, By the great Incouragement that is given there ta all Popsſh Priefts 
and Feſuits , of which greatnumbers goes aver eyery year ; there being no other 
incouraged , but fuch as are of the Church of Rozwe : fo there being no other to 10+ 
ſtruct youth, but Popiſþ Prieſts, that flouriſhing Collony will in a very ſhort time 
be all Papifts for want of being taught the Grqundg of the True Chriſtian Religion; 
and Mary-Land lying in the Center as it were of-all the Engliſh Collonies in thax 
part of America , may in a ſmalltume infec all the reſt with their Damnable 
Dodrines ; who, God be praiſed, are hitherto pretty clear of them. 

. "Thirdly, By placing of Pep Magiſtrates in all the Chief Courts of Judica- 
ture , and Governing by Popsſb Arbitrary Laws; mm all which Courts its hard for 
a Proteſtant to have Juſtice, eſpecially if they have a Plea with a Papi? ; there 
being no Appeal from thence to Ezg/and, or Laws confirmed by the King , as in 
other Engliſh Collonies: but all Laws are made by the Governour and his Pepiſb 
Council, or fuch as are influenced by them; the Governour upon no hd! 
whatever making uſe of the Kings Name, Title , or Authority , but cauſerh all 
Writs, Procefles, and Proclamations, to be iſſued outin his ewn Name, as Ab- 
folute King ; nt at any time acknowledging any Superiour : ſo thatif any. ſhall 
ſeem to be diſcontented with any of their Arbitrary Popifh Proceedings and Go 
vernment , and ſhall be accuſed of it by any of .his Popiſh Neighbours , who are 
taught and encouraged to lay hold of all opportunities-to pick advantages againſk 
them , in hopes to fubject them to the Popiſh Yoke , they are immediately ſeized 
and halled to Priſon, fined, ruined, and forced to ſubgut to whatever ſhall be 
injoyned them ; having no ather Judges or Jury but Papſts and ſuch as are over+ 
awed by the Papiſts : Their Arburarineſs was demonſtrable in the Caſe of Mr. Of- 
fley a Gentleman of good eſteem , who receiving Letters from England, wkere- 
ina Friend writ him word, \ That the King as ſending, one Mr. Arian to be 
Deputy Governaur of Mary-Land. This Mr. Offity ſhewed ut to an Acquaintance, 
who went and told theprefentLord Baltimore (who then was Deputy Governour) he 
ſentand cauſed Mr. Offiey to be imprifaned, and kept fo for a whgle year, with- 
out Bail or Mainprize, and there continued until he ſent to Friends in England, 
tomtercede with the old Lord Baltimore to have his liberty ( the miſtake being 
that Mr. 4iriskin was ta he Deputy Governour of Acowack , a place in Virginia , 
which Mr. Offey*s Correfpondent miftook for Mary-Land; bur inthe mean time 
Mr. Ofley's Eſtate went to ruin , one part ſeized for the paying of the Popiſh She 
riffes their Fees , and another part to pay Priſon and other OfhcersFees, and the 
reſt ſerfed to pay his Debts contracted by the vaſt expence he put bun him to, at 
the Caurrs and in Prifon, and did not leave him until ruined
